Scout  Plans  Gazebo  for  Rochester

Despite  its  already-quaint  rural  look,  Rochester 
"life  scout"  David  Santos  recently  decided  the  town's 
center  could  benefit  from  the  addition  of  a  New  England 
style  gazebo,  much  like  Mattapoisett's  famous  landmark 
in  Shipyard  Park.  The  Troop  31  member  has  since  been 
working  to  parlay  this  idea  into  a  community  service  to 
earn  his  Eagle  Scout  rank  with  the  organization. 

Working  closely  with  Scoutmaster  Ray  Lawrence 
and  Librarian  Lucy  Van  Petten,  Mr.  Santos  began  a  drive 
to  raise  $5,000  to  purchase  a  prefabricated  gazebo  made  of 
pressure-treated  wood  which  would  be  installed  either  on 
the  town  common  in  front  of  the  Plumb  Memorial 
Library,  or  directly  behind  the  facility  for  use  during 
summer  reading  programs. 

"I  thought  it  could  be  located  in  front  of  the 
library,"  Mr.  Santos  said.  "But  there  are  a  lot  of  events 
during  the  summer  where  they  set  up  tents  and  tables  ... 
(Ms.  Van  Petten)  suggested  the  gazebo  be  located  behind 
the  library,  so  the  kids  could  use  it  as  part  of  their  summer 
reading  program." 

As  such,  Mr.  Santos  has  set  a  goal  of  July  or 
August  to  install  the  structure  so  the  library  can  begin 
using  the  gazebo  this  summer.  He  will  be  overseeing  the 
other  scouts  in  Troop  31  in  assisting  with  construction  and 
landscaping  around  the  gazebo. 

"The  (Rochester)  gazebo  will  be  a  little  more 
elaborate  than  this,"  Mr.  Santos  said,  referring  to  the 
sample  photograph  which  has  been  included  with  flyers 
that  were  distributed  in  town.  "But  it  will  be  a  similar 
design." 

The  enterprising  scout  and  student  at  Old  Colony 
Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  added  that 
anyone  who  donates  to  the  project  will  receive  a 
"Certificate  of  Appreciation,"  and  those  who  donate  $100 
or  more  can  have  their  company,  group,  personal  name, 
or  name  of  a  departed  loved  one  memorialized  on  a 
plaque  that  will  be  attached  to  the  gazebo.  He  is  also 
hoping  that  area  businesses  —  which  he  hasn't  yet 
solicited  —  will  support  the  project. 

"I've  already  sent  out  a  letter  to  (Rochester) 
residents  ...  we'll  be  going  around  to  town  businesses  this 
month,"  he  said. 

Mr.  Santos'  initial  efforts  have  already  yielded 
$2,500  in  donations  to  date.  He  hopes  to  raise  the 
remainder  of  his  $5,000  goal  within  the  next  few  weeks. 
He  has  already  ordered  a  gazebo  unit  and  used  the  $2,500 
as  a  down  payment.  With  any  luck,  and  the  generosity  of 
Rochester  residents,  Mr.  Santos  hopes  to  have  the 
remaining  funds  in  hand  by  the  time  the  gazebo  is 
delivered  in  late  July  or  August.

Rochester  Selectmen's  Meeting 

June  8, 1998

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  June  8  at  6:30 
pm  by  Chairman  Richard  D.  Cutler.  Also  present  was 
Selectman  Naida  L.  Parker  and  Executive  Secretary 
Russell  Dean. 

The  board  first  voted  to  unanimously  approve  the 
minutes  of  their  June  1  meeting  and  also  considered  a 
request  from  Peter  Ferri  to  release  two  lots  from  the 
Chapter  61 A  restriction.  "(Mr.  Ferri)  has  brought  this  to  us 
before,"  Chairman  Cutler  said.  "I  still  don't  think  we're 
interested  in  the  property."  With  that,  the  board 
unanimously  voted  to  grant  Mr.  Ferri's  request. 

Selectmen  then  reviewed  the  proposed  warrant 
for  the  June  29  Special  Town  Meeting.

Selectman  Parker  said.  "We  should  find  out  if  this  will 
affect  the  current  layout  (before  going  to  Town  Meeting)." 

The  other  articles  to  be  included  on  the  warrant

cable  television  service.  Members  of  the  Cable  Advisory 
Committee  were  also  on  hand  for  the  presentation. 

According  to  Mr.  Champion,  Rochester  is  slated 
to  begin  contract  negotiations  with  MediaOne  very 
shortly,  with  the  existing  contract  set  to  expire  in  April  of 
2001.  Since  the  process  is  somewhat  involved,  however, 
he  recommends  that  the  town  begin  taking  the 
preliminary  steps  soon.  "You  fall  within  the  federally- 
recommended  three-year  window  (for  negotiations),"  he 
said,  adding  that  MediaOne  should  be  sending  the  town  a 
letter  very  soon.  This  letter,  in  fact,  had  already  been 
received  by  members  of  the  Cable  Advisory  Committee. 

"There  is  a  presumption  of  renewal  for  all  cable 
companies,"  Mr.  Champion  said.  "You  should  also  know 
that  all  cable  contracts  are  capped  at  10  years  ...  but  you 
can  agree  to  only  7,  or  5  years." 

Part  of  the  process  includes  scheduling  a  Public 
Hearing  so  residents  can  offer  their  input  on  existing  cable 
service  (this  hearing  needs  to  be  well-publicized),  and 
also  issuing  a  survey  to  cable  subscribers  to  determine 
their  level  of  satisfaction  with  current  cable  offerings. 
Then,  the  Cable  Advisory  Committee,  acting  as 
representatives  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  needs  to 
submit  a  Request  for  Proposals  (RFP)  to  MediaOne, 
offering  a  "wish  list"  of  what  they'd  like  to  see  added  to 
the  next  contract  agreement. 

Mr.  Champion  even  suggested  that  MediaOne 
might  be  willing  to  include  the  survey  with  monthly

INSECT  BITES 

My  dog  came  inside  from  his  run  with  a  number  of  1/2  inch 
red  marks  on  his  belly  that  were  shaped  like  bidlseyes.  Are 
these  from  deer  tick  bites?  Does  it  mean  that  he  will  get 
Lyme  Didease? 

Because  of  the  mild  winter,  this  spring  has  been  espe- 
cially bad  for  black  flies  and  biting  gnats.  These  are 
small  flies  that  circle  your  head  in  the  morning  and 
evening.  When  they  bite  a  dog,  usually  on  the  belly 
and  ears  where  the  hair  is  thin,  they  leave  a  character- 
istic bullseye  shaped  mark. 

Is  there  a  way  to  prevent  him  from  being  attacked  by  these 
flies? 

Try  putting  Avon  Skin  So  Soft  in  the  areas  that  have  a 
thin  hair  cover.  Other  insects  repellents  contain  DEET 
may  not  be  safe  on  your  dog.  Use  them  very  spar- 
ingly, as  on  the  ears  only

■  T7ic  Truman  Show.  Starring  Jim  Carrey,  Laura  Linney,  and  Ed 
Harris.  Directed  by  Peter  Weir.  Running  time:  110  minutes. 
MPAA  rating:  PG.  At  Cinema  12  at  the  North  Dartmouth  Mall. 

Why  do  millions  of  people  watch  the  happy-go-lucky  and 
rather  routine  daily  activities  of  Truman  Burbank  (Jim  Carrey)?  In 
The  Truman  Show,  an  intelligent,  sometimes  powerful,  but  ultimately 
disappointing  fable,  people  sit  glued  to  their  TVs  24  hours  a  day, 
watchingTrumanmovecheerfully  through  his  sunshiny  hometown 
Seahaven  on  his  way  to  work.  Some  of  the  viewers,  we're  told,  find 
his  humdrum  life  soothing  —  he's  living  the  ideal,  conflict-free  life. 
Others,  I  imagine,  are  waiting  for  the  moment  when  he  discovers 
what  everyone  else  in  the  world  knows  —  that  he's  living  inside  a 
perpetual  TV  show,  "on  the  air  unaware." 

The  Truman  Show,  directed  by  Peter  Weir  {Dead  Poets  Society) 
from  a  script  by  Andrew  Niccol  (who  wrote  and  directed  the 
superior  Gattaca  last  year),  takes  a  rather  ugly  view  of  American 
voyeurism.  There  they  are  —  there  we  are  —  staring  at  this  poor  sap 
going  through  his  paces.  The  movie  is  a  metaphor  for  any  number 
of  media  evils  (it  has  its  spiritual  side,  too),  but  it  only  occasionally 
probes  what  it  might  actually  be  like  to  find  out  that  your  entire  life 
has  been  faked  —  or  what  it  s  like  to  be  one  of  those  actors  hired  to 
play  Truman's  wife  or  best  friend.  Weir  and  Niccol  haven't  really 
imagined  or  gotten  inside  their  characters.  The  film  is  a  skilled  and 
elegant  blank,  and  it  doesn't  end  up  saying  much  of  anything. 

Jim  Carrey  tries  hard— his  trying  hard  registers  as  conscious 
restraint,  trying  not  to  be  wacky  —  and  his  performance  isn't  bad, 
but  it  isn't  entirely  successful,  either.  At  times,  he  reminded  me  of 
Robin  Williams  working  overtime  to  achieve  sad-clown  pathos;  it 
may  be  a  few  years  before  Carrey  can  simply  relax  and  be  a  normal 
Earthling,  as  Williams  did  in  Dead  Poets  Society  or  Good  Will 
Hunting.   I  suppose  my  basic  complaint  may  sound  ungrateful: 


Carrey  isn't  very  funny  here  —  he 
doesn't  find  humor  in  Truman  beyond 
the  "Good  morning!  And  if  1  don't  see 
ya,  good  afternoon  and  good  evening!" 
shtick  we've  seen  in  the  ads. 

Seahaven  is  actually  a  gigantic 
studio  set,  run  by  a  Godlike  director 
named  Christof(Ed  Harris);  he's  literally 
the  man  in  the  moon— Seahaven's  faux 
moon  is  his  headquarters.  Harris  is 
impressive  in  his  intense,  bullheaded 
way,  as  usual  —  but  what,  if  anything, 
does  Christof  feel  about  Truman,  his  greatest  creation?  And  what 
about  the  actress  who  plays  Meryl,  Truman's  wife?  Laura  Linney, 
in  a  terrific  Chinese-box  performance  (playing  an  actress  playing 
Meryl),  shows  glimmers  of  the  real  woman  under  the  facade,  but 
the  script  doesn't  help  her.  Does  she  have  a  life  outside  Seahaven? 
Perhaps  even  another  man?  All  of  these  things  might  have  been 
suggested,  painted  with  delicate  strokes  and  putting  small  holes  in 
Truman's  illusion,  instead  of  the  broad  hints  ne  gets  (a  studio  light 
falling  from  the  sky,  etc.). 

The  Truman  Slwv  gets  to  you  occasionally,  when  it  triggers 
common  paranoia  and  plays  on  our  fleeting  thoughts  that 
everything  around  us  has  been  conspiratorially  staged.  But  it's 
amorphous;  it  can  be  interpreted  any  number  of  ways  —  for  a 
while,  I  read  it  as  the  interiordissolution  of  a  paranoid  schizophrenic 
who  has  delusions  of  grandeur  and  finally  hears  the  voice  of  God 
(Christof)  in  his  head.  The  movie  could  be  that,  or  it  could  be  a 
statement  about  the  decrease  of  privacy  or  the  increase  in  isolation 
—  and,  of  course,  the  media  is  to  blame  for  it  all.  But  "the  media" 
is  a  meaningless  straw  man  if  you  don't  also  indict  its  audience  — 
and,  in  the  end,  we're  let  off  the  hook.  The  voyeurs  become 
Truman's  ardent  supporters,  rooting  for  him  to  break  out  of  the 
same  false  reality  they've  been  watching  for  thirty  years. 

The  Truman  Show  isn't  meant  to  be  taken  literally,  and  it  may 
appeal,  like  Forrest  Gump,  to  softhearted  idealists.  But  some  of  us 
may  go  out  wishing  for  something  meatier,  edgier.  Everyone  in  the 
movie  seems  as  confined  as  Truman,  and  the  gifted  filmmakers 
seem  as  distant  as  Christof  —  looking  down  on  us  from  the  moon 
and  dropping  comforting  pieties.

Mattapoisett  Police  Receive  Grant 

Mattapoisett  Police  Chief  James  F.  Moran 
announced  this  week  that  his  department  has  received  a 
$2,000  grant  from  the  Law  Enforcement  Advisory  Board 
(LEAB).  Chief  Moran  will  use  the  money  to  put  police 
officers  out  on  bicycles  in  the  center  of  town,  wharf  area, 
and  for  special  occasions.  Chief  Moran  said  that  with  the 
help  of  Sheriff  Peter  Forman,  he  will  be  able  to  continue 
to  mix  police  and  community  and  have  a  good  rapport 
with  the  citizens  of  Mattapoisett. 

Plymouth  County  Sheriff  Peter  Forman  noted 
mis  is  the  second  year  of  LEAB  funding.  In  all,  21 
Plymouth  County  Police  Departments  and  the  State 
Police  Barracks  in  Bourne  will  receive  awards,  ranging 
from  $1,500  to  $10,000.  They  will  share  a  total  of  $70,045, 
with  an  additional  $13,500  to  be  held  in  reserve  for  other 
requests  that  may  arise  during  the  fiscal  year  which 
begins  in  July  and  ends  next  June. 

"The  LEAB's  mission  is  to  assist  local 
departments,  especially  with  programs  or  initiatives  that 
the  chiefs  want  but  don't  have  the  money  for,"  Sheriff 
Forman  said.  "We  gave  particular  attention  to  requests 
that  were  innovative  or  that  had  the  potential  to  be 
adopted  in  neighboring  communities."
